PAUPER IMMIGRATION, 
MEASURES TO STOP IT. 

New Tonk, June 2%.—The Emigration 
Commissioners held a special meeting to 
sider measures to prevent pauper im 
tion from Great Britain. This ac was 
called for in view of the largé arrivals of 
pauper immigrants yesterday: Commis 
sioner Stephenson said hc had procured 
affidavits from several immigrants showing 


that they had been inmates of several poor- 


houses in Ireland, aud were induced to come 
to this country by Workhouse masters, 
from whom they had received pagsage- 
tickets and small sums of money. The 
Commissioner considered the landing 
of paupers latgely due to the 
laxity of the management at Castle Garden, 
and recommended that Inspectors be ap- 
pointed who would not be afraid to do their 
duty. After further discussion it was re- 
solved to instruct the Secretary of the board 
to detain all immigrants proved to be sent 
here by funds furnished by the British Gov- 
ernment, and to appoint a committee of the 
board to wait on the Collector of the Po 
and to present the affidavits taken In rega 
to such cases, and ask steamship com- 
panies which brought such iafasigrants here 
be compelled to return them to the port from 
whence they came at their own expense.

The communicauon sets forth that, 
inasmuch as there is a conflict in the de- 
cisions rendered by the Circuit and 
Municipal Courts of this county 
as to the intepretation to be 
given to the provisions of the city charter 
and the ordinances passed by that — on 
the subject of granting and revoking 
licenses, be is at a loss to conclude what are 
the powers and duties devolving upon him.

BNA, June 14.—[Special Corre- 
Spondence.|--Never did an unplumed and 
untitied Englishman receive such demon- 
strations of reverence and gratitude from his 
fellow-countrymen as the simple Quaker re- 
former, John Bright, is the worthy subject 
of this weekin Birmingham. Monday the 
Bright celebration began. and it continues 
through the present week. Twenty-five 
years ago Mr. Bright broke with his Man- 
chester constituency on the question of the 
Crimean war, and when he went to the polls 
he was defeated. Birmingham took up the 
man whom Manchester had rejected, and re- 


1 him to Parliament, where, upoh the 


whole, taken for ali in all, for these twenty- 
five years he has been the most imposing 
figure, the most sagacious statesman, and 
the most persuasive orator. For the last 
quarter of a century only two Parliamentary 
leaders could at all claim to be his 
rivals in political influence with the 
country or in his Parliamentary influence 
upon its destinies. No three men could well 
be more unlike in training and tone of mind 
than these three conspicuous personalities in 
the English Commons. Beaconsfield, Glad- 
stone, and Bright have been for a quarter of 
a century simply the domination of political 
lite in England. They have been the per- 
sonal focus of its political hopes and fears. 
Beaconsfield has gone—the most weird in 
personality, the most bewitching in friend- 
ship, the most colossal in patience, the most 
gigantic in personal advancement of the 
three. Mr. Gladstone was born and bred to 
be a political leader. He is both wise and 
brilliant, and so comprehensive is he in in- 
tellect and all its fittings, academic, literary, 
and political culture, that as a leader of Par- 
liameht and of a political party he is 
without a peer in all the long and I- 
lustrious annals of parliamentary history. 
But Mr. 
and confidence—indeed affection—ot the mass 
of the English people is incomparably great- 
er than theirs. He has not been the leader 
of a party, but his is “the glory, and the 
honor, and the immortality’® of having been 
the “Tribune of the People.” He opened 
his heart to the cause of his countrymen halt 
a ceutury ago, and his voice has beeu the 
most chivalric and potential in bringing about 
all the political and; indeed, social reforms 
which have marked tnese years of bis guspi- 
cious career. \ 

John Bright, the simple-minded, great- 
hearted, humane Quaker, has a conscience 
like diamond, clean as crystal. He has 
never for one hour had a contruversy with 
his conscience. The geod of his fellow-men 
has been the service of his life. He has an 
imposing presence, such as one fancies an 
old Roman hero to have had. God gifted 
him with one of the sweetest, sincerest, clear- 
est voices that man ever consecrated to the 
cause of man. 

Monday he made his entry in this proud 
borough of Birmingham. It was u triumpb- 
ul combig. His car was surrounded and Sa- 
luted with a wore real devotion than ever 
ruleror warrior has inspired or evoked. The 
dear old Commoner—now 72 years of age 
looked worn and weary. Hts face was be- 
times pale and flushed. His massive head is

REVISED DEMOCRATIC DOCTRINES. 

The action taken by the Ohio Democratic 
Convention in surrendering the revenue- 
tariff doctrine suggests that there is only 
one conspicuous plank ot the old-time party 
platform left to the present organization— 
namely: the spoils doctrine. Every other 
principle of partisan Democracy has been 
either actually repudiated or ostensibly sur- 
rendered, A brief retrospective glance will 
serve to confirm this statement. 

1. The State-sovereignty theory was the 
fundamental doctrine of the Democratic 
credo from 18239, when the party was organ- 
ized, to 1880. The vitality of this pernicious 
theory was sustdined by constant nouristr- 
ment, and it made its last struggle for su- 
prem@cy in the secession of the Southern 
States. It received ité death-blow in the 
War of the Rebellion, but was not 
withdrawn from their platform even in 
1880. «Their return to power in Congress 
a few years ago was celebrated by a 
refusal to appropriate money for the 
support of the army as a means to 
defeat the National Election law. It was 
held by the Democrats that the General 
Government had no right to supervise the 
election of members of Congress, on the 
ground that it was an interference with the 
“sovereign powers of the States.” This re- 
assertion of the dangerous doctrine was con- 
demned so emphatically in the election of 1880 
that the Democrats backed down again, and 
littie has been heard during the last three 
years of “State-rights,” or Federal inter- 

ce,” or “home rule,” or the other 

for State sovereignty. The Demo- 

crats pretend to have abandoned soph- 

ism if they have not actually been converted 
to Nationalism. | 

2. Other Democratic specialities have been 
similarly suppressed. Among these may be 
mentioned the old-time opposition to a Na- 
tional-bank system. There was an attemp? 
a few years ago to revive the Jacksonian op- 
position to banks organized’ under the au- 
thority and the immed late supervision of the 
General Government. It was thought that 
the old Democratic principle in this matter 
could be resurrected by pandering to a pre- 
vailing craze for irredeemable greenbacks, 
and State gns were conducted on the 
basis Of the Proposition to abolish the Na- 
tiopal banks. Gen. Ewing in Ohio came to 
the front as a formidable candidate for the 
Presidency on that issue. But so many 
thousand Democratic capitalists became 
stockholders in National banks that ‘the 
Democratic managers ordered that opposi- 
tion to them should be withdrawn. . Today 
the Democratic party platforms have nothing 
to say about the National banks being un- 
constitutional monopolies”; they have sub- 
stituted silence for hostility. 

3. Another original Democratic tenet was 
opposition to internal improvements at the 
expense of the National Government. It 
was held as a necessary incident of State 
sovereignty that the construction of public | 
highways and the improvement of rivers and 
harbors should be left to the States. But 
this doctrine was abandoned several years 
ago. The last River and Harbor bill passed 
by Uongress—which aroused popular indig- 
nation by its reckless extravagance—received 
more Democratic than Republican votes; 
and the great bulk of the pressure which has 
been and is being brought to bear upon Con- 
gress to enter upon an expenditure of from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of an absurd system of sand levees along 
the banks of the Mississippi River comes from 
Democrats. 

4 Finally the Democratic State Conven- 
tion of Uh.o, which has been in the habit of 
striking the keynote for the Presidential 
contests, caps the climax by throwing ‘over- 
board the time-honored Democratic doctrine 
of a tariff for revenue only, and stealing the 
protection tariff plank from the Ohio Repub- 
lican platform. The convention that stole 
the Abolition Hoadly from the Republicans 
as a candidate for Governor proceeded to 
appropriate bodily the position which the 
Republican State Convention had taken on 
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tho party, and | 
doctriné which had deen taught by Henry 
Clay, its traditional antagonist, of taxing ten 
men to enrich one. | 

These reflections wartant fully the ques- 
tions, What is left of partisan Democracy ? 
W hat is the Democrat of today ? The answer 
is that nothing is left except the system that 
makes party spoils of offices, and that the 
latter-day Democrat is simply an organized 
appetite for public plunder—a cormorant 
seeking for Goverument pap. He appeals to 
the people with no distinctive principles. He 
struts around in borrowed plumage, He is 
the jackdaw in the fable playing the peacock, 
but he is nothing but a jackdaw after all his 
false-feathers. ° b 

It the Ohio Democrats were alone in aban- 
doning free trade and revenue reform as 
principles of their party, it might be urged 
that the party as a whole could not prop erly 
be held responsible for the act of recantation. 
But Ohio simply wheeled into line. The 
same influences are at work in New 
England under the leadership of Ben But- 
ler and ex-Sénator Phelps; in Pennsylvania 
under the leadership of Sam Randall; in 
New York under the leadership of Dana; in 
New Jersey under the leadership of Mc- 
Pherson; in Indiana under the leadership of 
Voorhees; in Iilinois under the leadership 
of Carter Harrison; in Georgia under the 
leadership of Brown; and in many of the 
Southern States under the leadership of 
different public men yielding to special 
local interests. Even Mr. Watterson is 
bending before the force of “ protection in- 
fluences” over the Democratic party, for he 
telegraphed from New York his entire satis- 
faction with the Ohio protective platform.

Watterson has been the most uncompro- 
mising advocate of “tariff for revenue only” 
as the basis for the Democratic campaign of 
1884, and yet the the Ohio Democratic plat-

** so adjusted in its application as to prevent 
unequal burdens, encourage productive in- 
dustry at home and afford just compensa- 
tion to labor by taxing the general public 
for the emolument of special classes, and also 
condemns the reduction of the vid war tariff 
on wool. Watterson has evidently en- 
countered influences in New York which 
have led him tocurb his enthusiasm for rev- 
enue reform, and is ready to go with his par- 
ty in a desperate onslaught for the spoiis in 
1884, which will be the only issue in the next 
Presidential contest. 


OUR PRINCES. 

As Tue Tripune has already remarked, 
Englishmen are begiuning to ask themselves 
the question, What shall we do with our 
Princes?” They cost the “bieeding Brit- 
ons $4,000,000 a year to support and don't 
earn a penny. Mr. Gladstone declines to 
make them “Governors-General,” and they 
are fast assuming the appearance of fifth 
wheels to the Government coach establish- 
ment. 

In a grimly humorous way Mr. Bright has 
lately shown that the British Government is 
in straitened circumstances, while the 
Government of the United States is, as it 
were, rolling in wealth. He draws a pitiable 
picture of the English Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer pottering about with a million or 
two millions, putting a penny on income-tax 
one day, and anowher day taking it olf; 
one day givinga quarter of a million to 
country gentiemen to help them to repair 
their roads, and then discovering that he 
can’t find the money, and not doing it.“ 
And then he points to our surplus revenue 
of $150,000,000, and declares that it is an ex- 
traordinary condition of things, which no 
other country in any age of the world has 
ever experienced or even dreamed of.“ 

This surplus—greater than the imaginary 
wealth of Monte Cristo—is an extraordinary 
circumstance when it is considered what 
robbery has gone before it. For there is a 
Skeleton in our closet as well as in that of 
Britain. We support more princes than are 
dreamed of in the philosophy of the English 
royal family. We have princes of the rail- 
way, the telegraph, and the telephone; 
princes of gas and princes of electricity: 
Princes of street-railways and elevated rail- 
ways; Standard-Oll princes, and princes of 
coal, the match-box, and the mine; princes 
of land, of stocks, of wheat, of corn, of 
catile, of sheep and swine, of lard mixed 
with cotton-seed oil, of barbed-wire fences, 
and of protected manufactures whose name 
is legion, 

Our Princes do not draw salaries from the 
Government. They do not ask for appro- 
priations of money; they are content with 
charters, and land- grants. and guaranteed 
bonds. When the railway and telegraph 
princes wish to concentrate the stock of a 
company in a few hands they wreck the com- 
pany and rob the thousands of small owners 
of their§roperty. When they want to increase 
their dividends’ they issue new stock and 
divide it ameng the fraternity of princes. 
Thus the stocks of New York Central & 
Hudson River were watered $50,000,0.0, and 
Erie another $50,000,000, and Union Pacific 
and Central Pacific each $50,000,000, and 
travelers and shippers pay dividends on 
these hundreds of millions pf watered stock. 

If there is competition the princes squeeze 
out their competitors, or buy them off, or 
combine with them. Then they say: “Our 
charters are contracts with which the State 
cannot interfere; we stand on our vested 
rights; We have a vested right to make the 
public pay us dividends on watered stock 
that never cost a cent.“ If the public ob- 
jects, they say: “The public be damned.” 
But this remark is a pleasantry merely. 
Our railway princes are really very fond of 
the public. The public is their oyster, and 
they open it with the least possible friction. 

An excellent feature of our institution of 
Princes consists in the fact that they are pro- 
vided for indirectly instead of directly 
through the tax Dille Every time we 
strike a match we contribute some- 
tum toward the support of the prince 
of the match-box; when we light a lamp 
we toss a penny, 80 to speak, into the 
till of the prince of the oil-well; when we 
toast our feet befure the open grate and gaze 
abstractedly at the bright flame we al! un- 
consciously contribute to the support of the 
coal-monopolist prince. The water in the 
lard used in the kitchen is clear gain to the 
lard prince; the poker with which we lazily 
stir the fire has paid a penny to the Govern- 
ment and two pence to the iron prince. 
If we indulge in a box ot strawber- 
ries, absurd as it may seem, we help 
the cattle prince, for he gets a rebate of 
freight from the railway prince, by rea- 
son Of which fact the strawberry 
shipper is compeiled to pay a higher rate of 
freight, which he adds to the price of our 
box of strawberries. .So,on throughout the,

We call support more princes than England 
gan because our country is newer, and be- 
cause we have been engaged in this sort of 
business only a very short time. England 
has supported her princes about # thousand 
years, while we have supported ours only 
fifty yea. The resources of England for 
the support of princes are becoming ex- 
hausted, while we are just beginning, as it 
were, to draw on ours. 3 

But we are drawing upon our resources 
yery fast; we are far more generous with 
our princes than England is with hers, The 
$4,000,000. the English people give their 
princes annually isa mere bagatelle to the 
sum we give our princes. Prince Vanderbilt 
alone takes about ten million dollars a year; 
Prince Gould six or eight million dollars; 
Prince Stanford would regard that year a 
bad one that did not give him five million 
dollars; Prince Sage four millions a year: 
and Prince Rockefeller, ot the oil-tanks, is 
not content with less than seven millions. 
Then our prince of barbed-wire fences takes 
in several million dollars; our prince of the 
mateh-box some millions; and our princes of 
the stock, produce, and grain exchanges 
“corner” several million dollars more in the 
course of the weather vicissiyides and the 
war and famine rumors of a year, 

To our princes the princes of worn-out 
England are beggars. Nor have we yet toid 
half the story. Our princes, in addition to 
the annual income allowed them by a gener- 
ous public, own land enough—virgin soll- to 
make another England, by which they can 
doubie their present income by rack-renting 
it to the poor devils of Englishmen and 
Irishmen who object to contributing a bes- 
garly four million dollars for the support of 
the Queen's children. 
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SALOON LICENSES — STATE TATA - 
TIOR. 

The Fulton County (III.) Democrat suz- 
geste, and the Springfield (III.) Register 
(Dem.) concurs in, the false theory that the 
“rich taxpayers of Chicago secured the 
passage of the ‘Harper bill’ to avold pay- 
ing a just share of their expenses of the State 
Government.” 

Both articles proceed to argue that the 
property of Chicago is not assessed high 
enough as compared with the remainder of 
the State; but both ignore the fact that 
Chicago’s proportion of the State taxes is 
fixed by the State Board of Assessment, of 
whom sixteen are country members and only 
three are Cook County Assessors. Hence 
Chicago pays just the proportion of State 
taxes the country members see fit to impose 
upon her. 

But Chicago’s portion of the State taxes, 
though it amounts to one-sixth of the entire 


consideration to Chicago taxpayers. If the 
State tax, in round figures, is $3,000,000, Chi- 
cago pays $500,000; but Chicago pays for 
local taxation, city and county, fully $5,000,- 
000, or ten times as much as it pays in State 
taxes. The assessments at Chicago property 
might be increased 2% per cent and yet the 
taxpayers of this city would pay only about 
$100,000 more in State taxes. It would be 
a mere bagateile. Chicago taxpayers 
were interested in defeating the prdépo- 
sition to repeal or make exceptions 
to the State law limiting general city 
taxation to 2 per cent; for if that protection 
were taken away the people would be robbed 
and plundered of millions by a bummer Gov- 
ernment elected by saloon influences, not for 
State taxation but for focal jobs. It is almost 
a matter of indifference to Chicago what 
action the State Board of Equalization takes 
in fixing the relative valuations between Chi- 
cago property and that of other portions of 
the State, but it is of vital moment that chere 
shall always be a reasonable limitation upon 
local taxes in order to protect Chicago prop- 
erty from confiscation atthe hanas of the sa- 
loon tax-eaters. The State tax cuts buta 
small figure in the popular sentiment favora- 
ble to the new License law. 

When the Springfield Register adds that it 
isa“ big thing for tne rich monopolists of 
Chicago to run their city Government on 
money wrung from other and poorer people, 
and that “the saloonkeeper was the victim 
fixed upon to bleed,“ itis giving expression 
to arrant nohsense. If this view ware cor- 
rect. the Springfield Register should de- 
nounce the intensely Democratic city of 


saloon license to $1,000, after two years’ ex- 
perlence with a $500 license, and the other 
overwhelmingly Democratic city of Ottawa, 
which has adupted a straight $500 license, 
and the other cities outside of Chicago which 
imposed high license without waiting 
for the mandate of the State law. 
And if groggery-keepers were the- poor, 
abused, and downtrodden class which their 
organs represent, the Whisky-selling busi- 
ness would not support 14,000 of them in this 
State, along with nearly as many more bar- 
tenders, and their families and dependents.

It is a 
ciear perversion of fact, then, to contend that 
itis unfair to compel such a class to paya 
proper share of the public expenses for the 
police, the jails, the hospitals, and the poor-

THE MORAL OF M’'GEOCH.

McGeoch has never been anything but a 
business gambler and, except in the materi- 
als used in his gambling, his career has not 
been unlike that of Lowa Allen, and of Jack 
Haveriy, and Pat Sheedy, who lately con- 
trolled the destinies of the Arcadian Club.

NATIONAL REGULATION OF RAILROADS. 
There are a great many signs that the 
Fink pool is but a temporary contrivance for 


| the settlement of what is called “the rail- 


way problem.“ Expressions of dissatisfac- 
tion with it on the part of the different roads 
are cropping out all the time. We have 
called attention to some of these symptoms. 
One ot the latest is the deciaration of the 
General Manager of the Lake Erie & West- 
ern that actual results snow that the opera- 
tion of the pool was an injury and not an ad- 
vantage to his road. The Fink pooi is 
a beuefit to some of the trunk lines, 
not to the feeders. Since the Lake Erie 
& Western had joined it, he says, 
the business of the road had dwindled al- 
most to nothing. The General Manager is 
determined that his road shall make enough 
to pa) running expenses and the interest on 
its bonds, and if it cannot do that much in 
the pool he means to take it out of the pool 
and appeal to the public for business. The 
approaching completion of the new read be- 
tween New York and Buffalo—the West 
Shore—the arrangements made by the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio for doing & trunk-line business 
all the way across the continent via Memphis 
and Cincinnati, the cutting already begun by 
the Lackawanna & Western, which, having 
extended its line to the lakes from New 
York, must have tonnage and passengers to 
keep it going, the entrance of the New York 
& Erie into the West through its Chicago & 
Atlantic extension—all these are some of the 
haru facts that stand in the way of the har- 
mony of the Fink pool. 

Notwiths ing the denials of the Vander- 
bilts, the cunviction is growing that the re- 
cent withdrawal of the head of the family 
from the Presidency of the New York Cen- 
tral is but a prudential measure to avoid the 
appearance of personal responsibility fora 
coming railroad war. If railroad building 
has been excessive, and that seems to be 
universally admitted, there must be too 
many railroads. This Ras been conceded in 
the place where such facts are always felt 
and seen and admitted first—that is, in the 
stock market, which has for some time re- 
fused to take new issues of bonds and siocks 
with its last year’s appetite, and has revised 
to lower figures its previous valuations of 
the stocks of the old roads. Now we seem

The practical result towards which the 
Fink pool is rapidly traveling is the consol- 
idation of all the railroads of the country 
into one road. It is administered in the in- 
terest of the trunk lines, and these are 
stretching out their systems to enormous 
proportions. The New York Central sys- 
tein, for instance, reaches from tidewater to 
the Missouri River. The Lake Shore and the 
Northwestern are Vanderbilt roads. ‘I'he 
other great trunk corporations are taking on 
new branches with hardly less vigor. The 
greater they become the more determined 
will be the contest between them for final 
supremacy, and the last step in this evolu- 
tion will be reached in the fulfillment of tne 
prophecy of Charles Francis Adams Jr. of 
the appearance of some railroad Cesar or 
Napoleon who will make a short, sharp, and 
decisive campaign at the head of oné of the 
trunk lines for the conquest of all th others. 

It is knpossible not to look forward with 
the greatest apprehension to this conting era 
of private war between the railroads. Past 
experience gives us a graphic idea of what it 
means. These great railroad wars are al- 
ways attended by the worst kinds of stock 
jobbery on the part of insiders, who take ad- 
vantage of their position to bunko the public. 
Business is torn up by them as by civil war, 
which, indeed, is just what they are. Values in 
the modern world are largely a matter of 
transportation, and when the figures of trans- 
portation are part of the arsenal of fighting 
railroad kings, the effects are feit to the far- 
thest limits of the world of trade. The stock 
market and the financial equilibriuw of the 
whole country are involved. The enmity of 
the public towards the corporations which 
seem to be making the*public highways mere 
arenas for their private wars is always 
greatly embittered by these contests. Every- 
body loses, the only difference between the 
victor corporation and whe others being that 
it can better stand its losses than they. 

Only the United States is subject to this 
fearful vicissitude, and that because it is the 
only country in which the roads are not 
under the control of the State. But the rail- 
road corporations which fought the Granger 
laws of a few years ago have learned a oO 
deal since then. They are beginning to get 
agiimmer of the truth that there is no way 
of conserving their immense properties so 
sure as bringing them under the egis of the 
State. The rapid extension of the system of 
State Commi s is in part due to the 
desire of the corporations to range them- 
selves inside the line of public protection, 
and not to remain outside, exposed to the 


full brunt of public thostility inflamed by -

HIBERNIAN LOGIC AT THE WHITE HOUSE 

If the President has any of that keen sense. 
of the ridiculous, that spirit of humor whieh 
is supposed to be the special inheritance of 
the Hibernian race to which he was 30 very 
forcibly reminded that he belonged, he 
must have enjoyed the visit of the 
eminently wealthy and consciously respect- 
able delegation representing the Philadelphia 
Trish League which called on him last Satur- 
day to protest against his permitting rack- 
rented and evicted Irishmen to land in this 
country. The address itself, its ostensible 
purpose, its presenter, and che history, char- 
acter, and antecedents of the members of the 
delegation were suggestive in the highest 
degree. Here are some thirty Lrishmen, resi- 
dents of America, who we are solemnly 
and ostenfatiousiy informed aré worth 
collectively over $50,000,000 of Amer 
ica’s wealth, protesting against very 
poor—let us say impoverished—fello w-Irish- 
men coming or being sent to this country. 
where they may have a chance to seek 
of that wealth and abundance which has 
given so much importance to the delegation. 
It may have occurred to the President—the 
gentlemen themselves doubtiess forgot it— 
that many members of the delegation were 
not greatly better off when they arrived here 
than are the unfortunates to whom they ob- 
ject now, and that at some future day may- 
hap some of the now objectionable immi- 
grants may be waiting on the son of some 
Irish immigrant who oceupies the Presi- 
dential chair on same errand similar to that 
which took the eminently wealthy and con- 
sciotsly respectable delegation of last Satur- 
day to the White House. It may also have 
occurred to the President that a small per- 
centuge of the fifty millions accumulated by 
the members of the delegation would enable 
those very solicitous for the welfare of the 
imported immigrants to make provision for 
their comfort in this country. 

The character of the address was in keep- 
ing with the character of the delegation and 
with their purpose. The President was 
treated to a lecture on the sogial and other 
ills of Ireland. and listened with becoming 
patience to a stump spéech rehashed from 
Mr. Healy’s and Mr. ’s parliamentary 
orations on the political inconsistencies of 
Mr. Gladstone, President Arthur, had he 
beep informed in due time of the character 
of the arraignment, would doubtless, in the 
spirit of American fair play, have notified the 
English Prime Minister to present himself 
before him last Saturday to make answer to 
the charges made against him, of to apolo- 
Elze for the sins of political inconsistency 
with which he was charged.

But the Chief Executive Officer of the United 
States must have been profoundly thankful 
or the light shed not only on his own gene- 
jalogy, but also for the valuable statistical in- 
formation which proved to him that there 
were 17,000,000 or 18,000,000 people of the 
saine glorious race in this country. There 
were, however, some things lacking to the 
completeness of the occasion, which the Pres- 
ident good-naturedly did not notice. Mrs. 
Mackay and her bonanza spouse and those 
dresses which outshone all royalty at Mos- 
cow the other day, and that triumphal car 
on which she rode through Europe, were not 
there to add tone, digaity, weight, wealth, 
and influence to the delegation of her hus- 
band’s countrymen. There was no Conne- 
mara peasant present to be contrasted with 
the grave, dignified, decorous, wealthy—we 
have to keep the question of wealth before 
our readers—members of the delegation. 
Perhaps the presence might siggest odious 
comparisons and recall unpleasant memories. 

There was perhaps somewhat of inconsist- 
ency in the request of the delegation to 
limit the supply in this country of men of the 
race which, according to the delegates, form 
such a “glorious third of our populatien.” 
How could they expect that the two-thirds of 
our population would submit to be cut off 
from the source of so much valor, wealth, 
and worth? But, perhaps, after all, the pro- 
test was but a mere Hibernicism, and that 
we are regarding it too seriously, It may, 
after all, have been but a practical joke got- 
ten up by the distinguished gentlemen for 
the purpose of vleasing the Hibernian Presi- 
dent and at the same time proclaiming the 
worth and greatness of the Hibernian third 
of our Nation, and the eloquence, erudition, 
and wealth of the distinguished men of the 
delegation. '

A TIMELY commentary on the sagacity of

debts of Mississippi, or that they will stimu- 
late Congressional extravagance by appeals 
for local improvements before which the 
river and harbor steal would look micro- 
scopic. But the proposal of this protection- 
ist Professor is interesting as a confession ot 
the ewbarrassments which the protectionists 
foresee as certain to flow from our surplus 
revenue and the popular calls for a reduc- 
tion of taxation.

The 
National Liberals, as the originators and sup- 
porters of the Falck May laws, now seem 
determined to opposé further é@éoncessions 
to the Vatican, while Herr von Bennigsen 
favors the passage of the bill with 
some modifications, Certain differences 
with Prince Bismarck on the itudget 
question are also mentioned, as likewise the 
manner in which the budget is now being 
forced through the Reichstag, for which, as 
Chaifman of thé Commission Herr von Ben- 
must consider ‘himself indi- 
responsible. in any case the 
constant decrease of his party, which 
nine years ago with 150 members 
formed the ruling Government party in the 
Reichstag under Prince Bisiwarck’s patron- 
age, and now, having been thrown aside by 
him, bardly numbers forty members, must 
have had a great influence on the leader’s 
decision. The direct result of his retire- 
ment will certainly be the complete dis- 
solution of the National Liberal party, 
whose members, deprived of the only 
leadership capable of holding them together, 
will now join neighboring parties on either 
side. In Liberal circles it is thaught that 
Herr von Bennigsen’s retirement will not 
be final, but that he may soon seek reélection 
on a more liberal program, and take his seat 
on the side of decided opposition.

As to liberty, we ask 
with confidence in what country im the worid 
the citizen has more freedom in expressing his 
opinions, even in direct contradiction to those 
of the Government. The Monarchist and So- 
clalist press unite in a common cause to create 
diticulties for France. This —— aétestabie 
makes strangers believe that Frenchmen are in- 
finiily more civided than they really are, and 
all cnese anti-patriotic elnedauons are repro- 
duced witn zest by Italians. Germans, Bogiish, 
Turks, and doubtiess also by the Chinese. 

This win continue until public opinio® rises tn 
its indignauon against these bad Frenchmen. 
and then there will no longer be tolerated io Paris: 
what would no longer be permitted in London, 
Berlin, or New York. Aszto the Socialists, the 
French Revolution is to them a closed world. 
Their ribaid jeers, borrowed from the royalist 
bu pers. clearly show that they have vothing in 
common witb us. They have no godliness (picte), 
and by godliness we understand that filial recog- 
nition: that all the children of the Revolution 
feel for the men who with tneir blood created for 
us a nation.

HAVOC IN THE NEMAHA VALLEY. 

Tecumsen, Neb., June 25.—The heaviest | 
rain ever known fell here Friday night. The 
streams were already overflowed. This ad- 
dition to the flood made a rag ug torrent of 
every creek. Fifty thousand dollars’ worth 
of bridges were washed out, and thousands 
of hogs and hundreds of cattle drowned. 
The crops were badly damaged on the bot- 
tom lands, which are fortunately a small 
proporuon of the country. The total loss in 
the county, which is a small one, will exceed 
$300,000, Right inches of water fell Friday 
night. Six inches had fallen in the previous 
week. Houses were .washed away and fam- 
lies left destitute. No one was drowned. 
Two persons were killed by lightning. Te- 
cumseh, a town of 2,000 people, is out of gro- 
ceries and flour.

NEW QOagveans, La., June %.— (Special. }]— 
About 7 o’clock this evening the city was 
visited with vivid and frequent discharges of , 
thunder and lightning, and in the midst of it, 
about half past 7, lightning struck the large 
building of the Pianters’ Oil Works, in Al- 


lers, on the west bank of the river, in the 


fifth district of this city, which extends on 
both sides of the Mississippi here, and in a 
short time the-vast structure with its valu- 
able and combustible contents was reduced 
to ashes, inflicting a loss of nearly $1,000,- 
000. The building, which wes of 
brick, three stories high, was of the dimen- 
sions of two squares in Algiers, fronted one 
square on the river and ran back a depth of 
two. It was furnished with the most é6xten- 
sive and approved machinery for manufact- 
uring oil from cotton seed, and was in full 
operation, running night and day, witha 
large quantity of crude and refined oil op 
hand, besides a large amount of cotton seed, 
cotton giuned from the seed, oil-cake, and 
soap stock. 

According to a statement made tonight by 
Mr. Winship, Secretary ofthe company, there 
were 10,000 barrels ot refined cotton-seed oil 
on hand awaiting shipment, and a value of 
$30 per barrel would make this one item of 
loss amount to $300,000; buildings, $400,000; 
machinery, 8200, 000; other stock, $100,000; 
total, $1,000,000; insured mostly in home 
companies, Dut details are not attainable to- 
night. 

The establishment was owned by a com- 
pany of home capitalists, of which D. C. Me- 
Cann is President. Some 200 persons are 
thrown out of employment. The fire, 
fed b vast stores of oil ang other com- 
bustibles, while the floors and woodwork of 
the structure were saturated with oil, was so 
intense and so rapid in its progress that it 
flamed like a volcano, transporting masses 
of burning material long distances and de- 
fying the efforts of the fire department. The 
isolated position of the buildimg and the 
violent rainfall contributed to prevent the 
spread of the conflagratio other property. 

Hypolite Vergier,.a — * of Washing- 
ton Hook and Ladder Companys, ‘No. 1, was 
badly scalded by the bursting of a tank of 
burning oll, and four others were hurt, but 
not seriously.

Other Conflagrations Keported Yester- 
day. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., June 25.—jSpecial.]—A 
fire at 7:30 this morning in the large two- 
story frame building known as the Anchor 
Manufacturing Company planing-mill, sash 
and door factory, situated near the Manitoba 
allway, just north of Seventh street bridge, 
St. Paul, resulted in the total destruction of 
the structure, together with all its valuable 
machinery and a quantity of dry lumber, in- 
‘volving a loss of about 820.000, which is said 
to be covered by insurance in several com- 
panies. Within an hour after the alarm the 
mill building and the office building were 
burned to the ground, despite 
the efforts of the fire department. 
Several frame buildings that had been used 
by the Anchor Company and immediately 
adjoining the one destroyed were saved. 
One shed containing planing machinery was 
not damaged. It is not known how the fire 
originated, but was undoubtedly the work of 
an incendiary, for the buildings were nos in 
use, the Anchor Company having failed 
some time ago and closed the works. The fire 
was first discovered by a teamster who was 
sent to the building to get a load of sash or 
some other material. He represented 
that when be arrived at the 
mills the whole exterior was 
in flames. Bohn & Co. had recently pur- 
chased the stock of the Anchor Manufactur- 
ing Company, and intended to start the 
works again. The building and machinery 
were owned by Close Bros. & Co., Sibley, Ia., 

the loss of the latter was partly covered 
by an insurance of about $13,000. Bonn, it 
was learned, had very little insurance on his 
stock in the building. 

St. Paul, Minn., June 25.—[Special.]—A 
Brownsdale Special to the Pioneer-Press 
says: H. A. Brown’s tine residence in this 
village was burned at 3 o’clock Sunday 
Mr. Brown and wife are at 
kochester, the former since Friday, leaving 
no one in the house, and, as there has been

It There is any Shortage It Will Be 
Taken Care Of at On 

The various committees op awards at the Rail- 
way Exposition have nearly completed their la- 
bora, and the results will doubtless be made 
known today. The Treasurer, Mr. J. McGregor 
Adams, said: “My ffnancial statement is not 
yet complete, and Ido not @now the exact 
amount of our receipts and expenditures. As 
nearas I can approximate, however, we re- 
ceived about $45,000 at the doors, $25,000 as space 
fees, $6,000 as entrance fees, and $5,000 as pre- 
mium fees, making a total of about $80,000. 
There are several sums remaining to be col- 
lected from the raliroads, that with other out- 
standing amounts will probably raise the re- 
celpts to $85,000. However, I canaot vouch for 
these figures at present. Our expenditures will 
I think, foot up about $90,000 or $95,000, leaving a 
deficit of avout $10,000. Whea we sell lumber 
in our sbeds and the other materigi on hand this 
sum will be considerably reduced, and snouid 
we succeed in disposing of our electric railway, 
there willi in all probability be no deficit remain- 
ing. If there is, it will be paid without 8 
upon our guarantee fund. It is possible 
we may sell the electric railway to the Exposi- 
tion Company or the Louisville Exposition Com- 
pany.” 


MISUNDERSTANDINGS. 

Wulle the Exposition was in progress com- 
blalats were made by,a number ot those who 
had exhibits that they had been vailed on to pay 
larger sums for various pur than they 
been led to believe by an exawinadon of the 
circulars originally seat to them would be the 
case. It was not deemed wise to say anything 
in veference to these matters during the tife of 
the Exposition, since it could do no good and 
might have a tendency to hurt what is gen- 
erally admitted to nave been the greatest toing 
of the kind that the couotry bas ever seen. Now 
that it is over, however, there can be uo ob- 
jection to seeing what these complaints were, 
and bow far they were justitied. The chief 
ground for fauk-tinding was that tne exbibiters 
were called on to pay fees whick were not speci- 
tied in the printed,bianks aud circulars seut to 
them, and that these demands for more money 
were kept up to we very last days of the Expo- 
sition. They asserted that cll they got 
here they had po idea that they would 
bave to pay for tickets for themselves or for 
their assistants, and that at the close they were 
not aliowed to remove weir exhibits till they, 
had paid—those of them who had cars or en- 
gines—$4 for in and out switching charges. 
Iney admitted that tne price to be paid for 
space was set out in the circular, and 80 could 
not take exception to that, though they said : 
that it was not customary to charge for space 
elsewhere. An examioagon of the circulars 
shows that they were carelesly worded, 
they did uot set out with sufficient precision all 
the charges tbat were made, so that there is 
some reason why there should have been some 
slight diasa isfaction among those who did not 
appreciate the fact wnat we affair was a very 
expensive ooe, and that those who have it in 
charge. instead of waking any money, will bave 
to put their bunds into their own pockels to 
cover the expenses. 


THE SECRETARY'S STATEMENT. 


A reporter called oo the Secretary yesterday 
and had a talk with hid on the subject. in the 
course of whicd that geutleman expressed him- 
self as follows:

In 
regard to the fees charged | bave to say that for 
space they ranged from $2 up to $200, according 
to the amount taken. To be more specie. they 
ranged from 20 cents per square foot for 100 feet 
or less up to five cents per square foot for 1,500 
feet or more. The entrance fee for each dispiay 
was $5. Exbtibitors also paid $5 each for season 
admission tickets for themselves and assistants. 
For every medal coinpeted ioran addiuonal $5 
was charged. Those were all the fees coliected.

The verdict of 
all intelliwent men must be that we have given 
to Chicago an exposition of mechanical devices 
such as has never been seen before.

We did not come like a cir- 
cus to gather up money and take it 
away with us, but we spent nearly 
$100,000 of our own’ woney. in getting the 
Exposition ready and conducting it. It has been 
another wreath on the fair brow of Chicago, 
and has given to the world another attestation 
of the claim so well founded that in anything 
she undertakes she can surpass any other city 
in the universe. We go away poorer than when 
we came, and will have to go down into our 
pockets to make up a deticit of several thou- 
sand dollars.“

New freight depots of brick have been 
built at Muscatine and Treaton. A new brick 
passenger depot has been erected at Trenton,

West Liberty, 
Metz, and Dearborn, Engine-bouses, with turn- 
tabies, have been erected at Blue Island and 
West Liberty, and track weighiug-scaies added 
at several stations.

New Bates on Lake aud Ball Business. 
Chicace to St. Louis. 

A meeting of representatives of the freight 
departments of the roads between Chicago and 
St. Louis was held yesterday for the purpose of 
agreeing upon usiform rates on business for St. 
Louis coming here by the iakes. There have 
been no agreed rates on this .pusiness hereto- 
fore, and the consequence was that it nad to be 
carried at uoprofitabie rates. There were pres- 
ent H. Tucker, Iilin>sis Central; Paul Morton, 
Chicago, Burimgtoan & Quincy; C. L. Rising, 
Wabash: and A. Newman, Chicago & Alton. 
After a fuli discussioa of the subject the fuilow- 
ing rates were agreed upon on business from 
Chicago coming here 
by the rat class, 2 
cents per 100 pounds; second ociass, 15 
vents; Abird class, 13 cents; fourth class, 10 
cents; fourth class C. L. and fifth class, 8 cen s. 
These rates are much lower than the rates on 
business Originating at this point on account of 
the competidion by the rail liges leading directly 
to St. Louis from the Hast. The ioccai rates 
from Chicago to St. Louis are as fvilows: Firat 
class, 40 cents per 100 pounds; second class, 30 
cents; third class, 20 cents; fourth class, 15 
cents; fifth class, 12% cents. . 

The new rates will not go into effect until 
July 10, in order to give the roads au opportuni- 
ty to dispose of the business already contracted 
for. The lake and rail business will be subject 
to the west- bound trunk-live classification. 


Rallway Travel and Traffic in. India. 

The steadily-growing habit of railway travel- 
ing amongst the natives of India is illustrated in 
the report for the last half year of the great 
Indian Peninsula Railway, which has just been 
published. The total number of. passengers 
during the six months ending Dec. 31, 1882, was 
2,946,612, against 2,605,056 in the corresponding 
portion of 1881. To some extent the increase is 
‘due tqeularged military traffic, but the expan- 
sion is mainly attributed to a natural and 
steady growth in the use of the raliway by the 
the public. The entire receipts from passengers, 
which in the second half of 1881 amounted to 


only £256,615, were in the corresponding half of 
1882 not less taan £350,135. On the

giving the gross earnings from each class of 
werchaudise shows that decrease 
mainly from the smaller quantity of wheat car- 
ried in 1883.

At present an arrangement exists 
by which the Chicago, St. Louis & Pittsburg 
runs its Chicago & Louisville through express 
trains over the road, and it is announced today 
that the negotiations are so far advanced that 
hereafter these trains will carry passengers for 
ul points.

Dr. Adam Miller Tells What He 
Kaows About the Prayer 
Cure. 
Dr.. Henson on Clerical Tramps— 
A Meeting of Unity 
Church, 


The Rev. Arthur Ritchie’s Resigna- 
tion Not Accepted by 
His Church. 


THE PRAYER OCURRE.- 
A PAPER BY DR. ADAM MILLER READ BE- 

FORE AND DISCUSSED BY THE METHODIST 
NMLNISTERS. 

The usual weekly meeting of the Methodist 
ministers was held at their rooms, No. 57 Wash- 
ington street, yesterday forenoon, Dr. Hitchcock 
presiding. A eommittee was appointed to make 
arrangements for entertaining the members of 
the forthcoming Rock R ver Osaferenee, the 
following béing selected; Dr. Hatfield, Chair- 
man, Dr. H. C. George, Dr. A. Gurney, and the 
Revs. F. M. Bristol, William Fawcett, = 
Marsh, and L. Curtis. 


DR. MILLER’S PAPER. 

The order of the day was a paper by Dr. Adam 
Miller (medica! schooi of homeopathy) on “ The 
Prayer and Faith Cure.” The diferent theories 
on this subject were considered ta their physio- 
logical, psychological, and rheological aspects. 
We have a physical body subject to numerous 
and complicated diseases, and a psyohie or ou 
life intimately connected with the bady. Sever 
forms of desease have been produced by mind 
disturvance, while alarming diseases have been 
cured by favorabie impression on the mind. 
Prayer and faith might under certain conditions 
produce these impressions; the difficulty, dow- 
ever, lay in the fact that marvelous cures were 
performed where no prayers were offered and 
no faith exercised. In all ages and times men 
bave been aspiring for 4 ogee | beip and guid- 
ance. Varioys means were employed for the 
relief of human suffering. The allopaths came 
with their sbeet-anchor remedies, caloml, 
opium, and Se the bomeopaths with 
acouite, belladonna, and nux vomica; 
eclectics with podopbylia, septandaium, and 
Stillingia; the bhydropaths with a wet 
sheet and bianket; the electrician with bis bat- 
tery and belts; the magnetio-healer with bis 
passes and manipulations; the Spiritualist with 
bis ghost of a long-dead Indian; and finaliy the 
faith-and-prayer man. Aud stin the tide of 
dgath moved onward. The Doctor went on to 
speak of.a number of cases of alleged mifacu- 
ious and other eures. Referring te the case of 
Garfield, he said the doctors cut an artificial ca- 
nal through the r sufferer in trying to make 
out the course of the builet—a hole that was a 
goid-mile to them; the most expensive bole for 
the size of it any Government ever paid for: a 
borribie bore in a wrong direction; but the doo- 
tors worked it nigbt and day, and finally made 
$20.000 out of this scientific biunder. Speaking 
of the prayer cure, he said the Apostie Paul 
could not remove bis “thoro im the flesh” or 
bodily affiietion,. although he tried the prayer 
cure three times, and dad finally to content 
bimseif with grace suillicient to bear bis afilic- 
tion. There was no objection to faithful and 
earnest prayer.and noone dare say @uch was 
without effeet, but he questioned that fi had auy 
direct influence ou che cure of disease. 

CRITICISM. 

Tne paper was criticised at length by the 
Revs. W. H. Thomson, C. H. Zinmerman, . M. 
Davis, T. B. Hilton, and Dr. Hattieid. 

Mr. Zimmerman said tne evidence in support 
of the alleged faith and prayer cures Would be 
scouted out of any court of justice in the coun- 
try. It was egotistical to assume any one 
bad the power to peddle out divine power, and 
ministers shouli discourage all such teaching. 
Who could prove that a supernatural power 
interfered to stop disease in any given case, and 
tbat that interference was the resuit of prayer? 
He agreed with the essayist that the cure acted 
U the faith of the patient and its influence on 
the mind. Mr. Davisecriticised Mr. Zimmerman 
severely. To call professors of perfect luve and 
faith “egotistical,” was to shut the mouth of 
the testifying Courch of Christ. It waga stroke 
at the church; a stroke at their public p ofes- 
sions, and a stroxe at the central doctrines of 
Metbodism. 

Mr. Hilton sald the supposed cures were either 
the result of animal magnetism orasbam. He 
wurned the ministers to strongty set their faces 
against this stronghold of fanaticism and main- 
stay of Mormonism—the prayer aud faith cure. 

Dr. Hatfield objectedio the siighting way in 
which medical science had deen spoken of by 
the esSayist, and paid an eloquent tribute to the 
genius, skill, and devotion of the legitimate 
medical profession. The boundary line between 
a high state stute of peace and that fanatical 
excess Mr. Hilton dreaded was very narrow, and 
the dangers of failing into a flat wooden groove 
In the other hand were equally objectionabie. 
Me believed a great deal in the tore of the 
imagination on the body, and that God migut 
in very exceptional cases interfere to save the 
life of one of His servants for Bis own good 
purposes. . 

Dr. Bristol read an invitation from Dr. Bar- 
rowsto the Methodist ministers to attend the 
semi-centeogial anniversary in the First Pres- 
byterian Church last evening. 

The meeting adjourved until the first Mouday 
in September.

A PAPER READ BEFORE THE BAPTIST MIN- 
ISTERS BY DR. HENSON,

NEW ORLEANS’ VICTORY. 


A Decision Which Will Put Nearly 
Haifa Million Dollars inte the City’s 
Co fers. 

New Orveays, La, June 23.—[Special.j— 
Judge Pardee this morning handed dow a de- 
cree in the case of the City of New Orleans vs. 
John A. Mortis et al., Known as the Water- 
Worb case, in which the city sought to recover 
4.344 shares of stock in the Water-Works Com- 
pany, which bad been seized and sold by variqus 
parties under judgment against the city in 1879. 
The gale was brought about by a decree of Judge 
Billings. The stock, which was worth par to the 
city, was sacrificed for $80 a share. The city ap- 
peated from this decree, and the Supreme Court 
of the United States decided that. the stock was 
held in trust by the city, and was not liable to 
seizure and gale. The judgment rendered 
this morning is merely the sequel of this judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of the United 
states. Judge Pardee deciared that all the de- 
feadants, including the seizing, ereditors and 
the purchasers, are and were wrovg-doers, and 
makes them liable to the city. The decree or- 
ders these parties within ninety days to 
return to the city certificates for 4.344 shares of 
the stock In the Water-Works Company, or in 
the alternative to pay the city $434,400, with in- 
terest from the expiration of the ninety days. It 
also declares city entitied to all the divi- 
dends acerued since 1879, with interest. These 
dividends exceed $40,000. The decree is a signal 
triumph for the city, while it revives the judg- 
ments, amounting to $80,000, with ſuterest. When 
were satisfied by the sale of the stock. It puts 
the city into ion of stock with which 
she can retire fully baifa million of dollars of 
the outstanding debt, much of Which is held in 
the North and in Europe.

Never in the world was a man more embar- 
rassed than when—, but when a man iets out 
at me. us the boys say, I'm not modest. All my 
life the most embarrassing thing to me has been 
the 22 of affecuion, of gratitude, of any 
kind ot commendation. Not nat I dou’? care 
tor it, for 1 do. It was always embarrassing for 
me io receive commendations, and theretore 
when I heard of this proposed pubic expression 
of feeling | wasina panic. If it were bard to 
sit or stand before one person and have com- 
ment and commendation a passes upon me, what 
would it be before 3, or 4.000? My life bas 
been public, and there are some things don't 
belong to me. 80 I thought I would give way 
and let my friends go on. There may some 
lessons in my life to young men, sbowing 
that they may safely trust to mural prin- 
ciple, though being in a minority and 
hoidiug views out. of joint with their fellows. 
What j shail say. Lean tell; I suppose it will 
be given me. ere are some things I dare a 
ricut to say to my chureb which I bave no right 
to say to a promiscuous audience. If it gets 
into cold type it is not my fault. We will con- 
sider, then, that we are in the upper chamber 
and the door shut. Loweto you such a state- 
ment a8 a minister has a right to make confi- 
dentially to his children in tne Lord, to bis fam- 
liy. If you will excuse the apparent egotism 
and allow me to speak my own — as our 
Methodist brethren do in class meetin I will 
say some things about myself. 1 was the chiid 
of parents ewinent for godliness, I was brought 
up in a tamily who were the creatures of an at- 
wospnere and reproduced an atmosphere as 
purely im dest, as uoworidly, as religious as not 
often comes into the world. I don’t recollect 
one idea that le me tothink that my lite — 
made for any thougntto gi rify God. 

I was tuily in accord with the Cateonism. AS 
to enjoying God forever, that was the only 

quesuon. When elecuon was preached and 
1 didn't Know whether I was elected or 
not, 1 had no eign or evidence. I heard 
the preachers say it was all the work 
of God. You may judge from my preachi 
that | haven't much to do with election now. 
was brought up without being told l was to be 
a minister. I did not need to be told. That fact 
was settled trom my birth and inherited. 80 
with the exception of a little while when I was 
avout 14 or 15 years old, I lived under this im- 
pression of destiny. When I went to college it 
Was ao unfortunate time in the church. The- 
ologians were in full fight. I beard discussions 
between Andover and New Haven and Princeton. 
I had seen the letters frou Dr. Potter to my 
father. charging bim op heresy. I bad lived 
peur Bostou during my father's great contro- 
veray with the Unitarians. I bad beard my 
father accused by Dr, Wiison, and | attended 
as Secretary the meetings when be was 
put on trial. I recollect the split in the Presby- 
terian Church. Il was examioed for the minis- 
try and pronounced hyper-orthodox. Would 1 
join the old or new school? My father belonged 
to the new schooi and icould not desitate one 
mowent. So they refused to ordain me and pro- 
novoced the church at Lawrenceburg. waere I 
bad been preacbing, vacant. They were fight- 
ing on questions which would make acrab laugh, 
Tuts gave mea great repulsion for dogmatic 
theology. which never wot over and probably 
never shaliget over. What the best men could 
do 100 or 50 years ago is not good enough for 
the present day. As we bave bad to wait along 
time for what we bave today, so we shall have 
to wait along time for the new theology of the 
new heavens and the hew earth. During the 
last moutns of wy theological studies there had 
been given to me a view of God io Christ which 
I never suspected before. 

lf you can immagine a snip rolled and dismasted 
on a stormy midnight sea, witb com pass lost and 
no knowledge of its bearings, to have flasbed 
suddeuly upon it a revolv: Abt. aud the cap- 
tain to exclaim,“ Giory to God! | know where I 
am! we're saved! — chat may give you an fair 
Ulustrauon of how I feit when the light of the 
glory of God in Christ burst ou my soul. And 1 
walked aloug singing, and praying, and shouting, 
when | saw woat Christ was, That place where 
I waiked is all cut up now into lo s—more 
than Jerusalem to the Jew to me; but tho 
vision remaias. The inspiration which bas 
made the force of my whole life 1 found 
there. It bas grown larger and i rger with 
the sympathy which is natural to my consti- 
tution—compassion of God, manifestations 
of God io Jesus Obrist; that side of God 
which is great, boly, beautiful. and showimg 
Him to bave compassion ou the ignorant, and 
on them who are out of the way. 1 bave tried 
to have compassion like Christ. The leas wortoy 
the object the mace it was needed. I went right 
upon tne side of the dumb and needy without 
consideration, I think it most beroic for a man 
with standing, and iufiuence, and ability to give 
bimeeif to them.

Nearly ali the Nations of the world—all under 
the sword of the soldier or ine bau of barsh 
ernments, have aroused my sympathy and effort 
1 did not go into these because they were hu- 
nia uities or specious poilosophies, but because 
it was Christian—thbat's all. Lfelt as Christ. 1 
bad coined) myself to Him, and He 
was e origin and fountain of every 
thought withia. I did it for bumanity because 
l loved Christ. In my preaching it bas been the 
same, 1 have attacked governments, institu- 
tions, anything; never a denominauosa or a body 
of ministera. I bave never preached against 
Unitarians, Uaiversalista, or Swedenborgians, 
or Roman Catholics. | have preached aguinrst 
the principies invoived in all, and in my own de- 
nomivation as much as in others. I have 
preached tor the deliverance t souls, for clear- 
er gut, fora * path, mat the stumbling 
blooas migut removed. These things Ida ve 
cbanged in, only to grow more intense and em- 

batic: First, the universul sinfulness of man- 

ind, so that it is necessary everywhere for men 
to be born again by the Spirit; necessary fora 
ütt to be given to human nature above its au- 
imal oature, and this ouly by the Spirit of God. 
labbor the oid Caivinigtic view of the fall of 
Adam. Secondly, 1 believe in conversion aud the 
effectual intiluence of the Spirit of God. Third- 
ly, 1 believe with ever-growing strength in the 
love of Godin Jesus Carit. [don't think lm 
going to Heaven because I'm elected. I know [ 
am going, though. I know that Christ loved me, 
and that l cha go where He is. By grace I am 
suved, say |. The feeling has grown ia my later 
years, and when under great pressure and sor- 
row that raised a strong sea my strength and 
courage ali come from this feeling—Cnrist loves 
me.

The report surprised no 
one who has beard it, and to those who have 
examined the strange appoistments in pursu- 
ance of Mr. Evans’ scheme ot reformation,” it 
appears to be S the result chat could 
have been expeeted. The President said to a 
visitor who called upon him today and who re- 
ferred to Mr. Evaus' reported removal, that he 
was not accustomed to announce his pur- 
poses in the newspapers. It was after- 
ward learned at the White House 
that Mr. Brauns was considered to bave 
just reached the end of his rope,“ and that the 
report wus not very far wide of the facts. Seo- 
retary Folger, woo always appears to be greatly 
amused at the mention of Evans’ name, says 
that notbing bas been said to him about remov- 
ing the Commissioner. it may be that a sort of 
probation bas Deeo ordered to give the gentie- 
mao trom Kentucky a chance to get his seo- 
ond wind.”

THE COUNTY BOARD. 


A Record of Proceedings. 

At the meeting of the County Board yesterday 
afternoon Commissioner Albright tried to have 
a resolution passed ordering the employment of 
an expert bookkeeper to overhaul the books of 
the County Hospital. 

The resoiution was lost after some discussion, 
those voting in the affirmative being Messrs. 
Albright, Kiehm, and Wasserman. 

GETTING TIRED. 

Mr. Leach said he was heartily sick of the hos- 
pital contention, and wanted the Chair to name 
a new Hospital Committee if it was i w- 
er, bis object being apparently to get rid of 
Albrigut's intermeddling. 

After considerable wrangling the motion of 
Mr. Ender to refer the whole subject to the Hos- 
pital Committee prevailed, those votmg in the 
negative being Messrs. Albright and O'Neill. 
The committee will proceed to weigh and meas- 
ure the goods on hand at once. 

THE COAL SUPPLY. 

Nineteen bids for supplying the various coun- 
ty institudons with coal for the coming year 
were opened. 

As soon as the bids had been opened Mr. Mat- 
tocks took the floor and moved that the board 
go into Committee of the Whole to consider 
them. He was prompted iu making the motion, 


be said, by ru.nors atioat to the effect that a 
purse was being made up to control the letting, 
and continuing be raked up the dead past, 
cbarging that in making the award a year ago 
several thousand dollars bad been put up with 
au irrespoustole saloonkeeper on ashington 
street for the use of the Commissioners, which 
bad been divided. He was ready and willing, de 
said, to go betore the grand jury and back up 
his assertions, and be wanted che Commissioners 
to so act this time that no aspersion: could be 
cast upon them. 

Mr. Albright was opposed to ha+«ty action, and 
wanted the bids referred. to give the Com mis- 
sioners time to look into the bids, and the aual- 
ity of the coal offerdd.

Whole, however, fiaaliy prevailed, and the 
award was made to the Wilmingtun Coal Asso- 
ciation. the lowest bidders for soft coal. 

Mr. Albright interrupted the proceedings by 
injecting a motion to adopt the Cold Run Coal 
Company's bid, which was higher than the Wil- 
mington bid, but it was sat down upoo very ef- 
fectuaily, notwithstanding he labored hard and 
presented figures intended to show that to make 
the award would bein the county’s interest. 

Mr. Donnersberger moved that the award for 
bard coal, which is asmall item, be let to J. L. 
Hathaway at bis bid, which ranged from $6.16 to 
$6.40 per ton, and it went through with out oppo- 
sition. 

The committee then arose and reported back 
to the board, and cheir report was concurred ia, 
Mr. Albrigbt alone voting in the negative. 

Some of the members voted sorrowfully in 
udopting the report, but they bad no escape. for 
the igures were against them and any schemes 
they might bave had. The prices for soft coal 
are $2.75 per ton for the Court-House, Jail, and 
County Hospital, $2.% for the Insane Asylum 
and new Intrmary, and $3 for the County 
Agent's office— Wwe contract amounting to about 
$45,000. The figures for the hard coal range as 
above given, the price ranging according to the 


‘distance of the delivery. 


The contract for supplying the Normal School 
with soft coal was let to the Coid Run Company 
at $2.75 per ton.

The Question of Iilinols Telegraphy to 
Be Decided by Judge 
Biodgett. 


Divorce Cases That Are Interesting and Di- 
vorce Cases as a Matter of 
Course. 


The Motion for New Trial Overrglied in 
the Doolittie-Forsyth Case. 

The motion for new trial which was argued 
some weeks ago in the $40,000 case of Doolittie 
& McKey against Jacob Forsyth was yesterday 
overruled by Judge Blodgett. There were four 
principal grounds on which a new trial was 
asked—first, because the verdict, $40,000, was 
too large; second, because the court erred in al- 
lowing the immense hypothetical question to be 
given, which was read on the part of the plaint- 
iffs; and, fourth, that the jury was impaneled 
illegally, bevause Mr. M. . Puller, one of 
the attorneys for the plaintiffs, was also one of 
the United States Commissioners who drew the 
jury for that term of court. As tothe üest 
point the Judge said that, while be might not 
bave fixed on the precise amount arrived at by 
the jury as a fair compensation, he was not 
able to say that, regarding the evidence as they 
bad done, their verdict was excessive, and it was 
within their province to place a value on the 
services rendered. As to the hy potnetival ques- 
tion be was not at the time, nor bad be yet 
become, clear that there were not things iu it 
that should have been omitted, but be thought 
that they were proper matters for the Supreme 
Court of the Uni States to decide, and, in the 
absence of any decision of that court ou the 
matter, be had made up bis mind to let them 
go there for final decision. 

The court could not inquire into the manner 
the jury had arrived at their verdict nor take 
any cognizagee of it. A declaration by a juror 
after the verdict had been rendered as to the 
manner in which the conclusion bad been 
reached would not invalidate it. The Judge 
alluded in very severe terms te the means used 
by the defense in send out a number of spies 
among the jurors to fiod out what had been 

one in the jury-room by representing them- 
selves as purchasers of real estate, and leading 
them ibto conversation on the subject, and said 
that the ailidavits of these persons as to what 
the jurors bad told them in such conversations 
were worthiess. They should never have been 
filed, and they would not have been filed 

d the leave of the court been asked [or, 
us it should have been, before they were Bled. 
ln regard to Mr. Fuller, counsel for the plaintiff, 
being one of tne Commissioners who drew the 
jury. that migut have been a reason for 
challenging the jury when it was impaneled, 
but it was too late now to raise that objection. 
As to the objection that the verdict was con- 
trary to the facts, there had been a good deal of 
contradictory evidence given, and quite differ- 
ent estimates bad been placed upon the value 
of piaintiff’s services, but he could not say that 
the jury had done wrong in coming to the ver- 
dict they did. ‘The moon for a nes trial would 
therefore be everruled on all the points raised. 
The motion in arrest of judgment was also 
overruled and judgment entered on the verdict. 
The defendant took an appeal, and was given 
until the Ist of September to file his bill of ex- 
ceptions. 


Hebrew Benevolent Organizations in 
Luck — The Late Henry Steiner’s 
will, 

Judge Tu’ey yesterday entered a final order 
for distribution in the case of Leopold Mayer 
against Rebecca Steiner, Jacob Rosenberg, and 
a pvumber of others, which will be read with 
keen interest by the beirsof the late Heury 
Steiner, a wealthy Jewish citizen, and a couple 
of Jewish charitable organizations who are 
made beneticiaries of the will. Steiner died 
Dec. 2, 1879, leaving a considerable amount f 
Valuable real estate in Chicago, which he de- 
vised by will among various parties. Recent- 
ly the estate was brougot iuto court 
by a Dill in chancery. and a de- 
cree was entered in May authorizing 
a Sale of the property. The master in chan- 
cery yesterday reported that be had sold «@ 
realestate for an aggregate sum of $58,500, 
which will now be distributed among those eu- 
titied thereto under the will.

Among the other beneficiaries are the 
Trustees of the Jewish Orphan Asvium. Nos. 2, 
6, and 7, I. O. B'nai Brith, of Cleveland. O., who 
will receive $5,000. The United Hebrew Kelief 
Association is also remembered to the amount 
of 85.000. The remainder will be distributed in 
small amounts among divers persons as speci- 
tied by the will. Inasmuch as the money is in 
the hands of the master it will, it is said, be 
paid ever to the parties at once and the estate 
finally settled. 


The Western Unton Quo-Warranto 
Case. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday morning decided 
the mouon to remand to the State court the 
quo-warranto case of the People ex rel. A. C. 
Story and others against the officers of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. It was 
claimed the Federal courts bad jurisdiction be- 
cause the case arose under the United States 
statute of 1866 relating to the use of post-roads 


by telegrapa companies. The plaintiffs charged 
the case was criminal in its nature, and hence 
could not be transferred. The Judge beid, as 
he bad intimated at the time of the argument, 
that the case was a civil one and that a Federal 
court had jurisdiction of the matter. The mo- 
tion to remand was overruied, and the question
